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In accordance with the requierments of the laws, I herewith. 
transmit an annual report to the town, of the condition of its 
public schools so far as may have come to my knowledge the 
past year. 

In the discharge of this duty some parts are necessarily some- 
what like its predecessors ; but each year with its changes of 
committees and teachers, make so much change otherwise, 
that an annual report is anything but routine as many might 
suppose it to be. 

However much our teachers may excel, in all that constitutes 
geood instructors, they will always fall far short of the good 
they might do, if(as is too often the case) parents fail in their 
duty to their children, 

We find in our reports from teachers a record of the number 
of visits from parents and others. How many ofthese are from par- 
ents ? Not one in ten on an average. And again when are these vis- 
its mostly made by parents? Is it during the school term, to 
cheer and encourage, both teacher and pupils, or are they 
made on the last day of school with the expectation of finding 
some prodigy of learning, rather than noticing the general 
amount of improvement, which they are able to appreciate only 
as they may have remembered the appearance of the school at 
its previous close. 

Parents there are duties devolving on you beside comfortably 
clothing. feeding and sheltering your children; it is for you 
to see that no one of your children is tardy, to the disturbance 
of those before assembled, to often note from actual observation 
the progress made by each little one under your care, and to see 
that no one of your chargeis absent from the school room a 
whole or even half a day on ‘any pretext whatever, excepting 
actual sickness. 

The teacher’s task will be lightened very much by your care- 
ful attention to this point, as well as your children benefited. 
You have no idea unless you have had actual experience in the 
matter, how near to an impossibility it is for a pupil to make up 
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lost time, nor how like a dead weight he interferes with the ad- 
vancement of his class. 

I would suggest to the legal voters’of districts No. 38 and 4, 
the propriety and advantage ofuniting and building a comfortable 
school house as near as may be to the centre of the two districts. 
Your school houses are getting dilapidated and almost untena- 
ble. ‘The amount of travel would be increased but little, which 
is certainly the main objection, ané you will double the length 
of your schools, besides getting scholars enough together to show 
some emulation, of which commodity there canbe but little 
where there is only one scholar in a class. Please discuss the 
matter at your school-meetings 

The union of districts No. fi iy 2, has I thiak, been attended 
with the same results anticipated, 2 ¢.,it has been greatly condu- 
cive to the interest of their scholars. Their scheolrooms are 
models of neatness and comfort, and I congratulate the scholars 
on the absence of anything defacing or fmarring the original 
beauty of them. ‘The schoolrooms in this district have been 
furnished with good outline maps, mostly by contribution, add- 
ing greatly to the advantages already enjoyed by the scholars. 
The office of Superintendent was filled by choice by the Rey. 
Mr. Holmes last spring, but he thought his health not sufficient 
to warrant him in its acceptance, But in justice to him, I must 
say he has attended to the schoels and their interests very much 
more faithfully than the parents have, and his kindly admon- 
itions and words of encouragement will long be treasured up 
and remembered by the scholars. District No. 2 is dropped in 
this report. . 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Prudential Committee, Geo. F. Griswold, John C. Dodge. 
Hirst Term. Primary Department." Teacher, Miss Rosabelle &. 
Davis. Anexperienced teacher and one who had taught this 
department previously, to the general satisfaction of both par- 
ents and scholars. A teacher preeminently qualified to gain the 
affections of the little ones under her charge and retain their re- 
spect. Marked, as her schools have been before, by excellent 
progress. 

Second Term. Same teacher. This like the preceding was 
pleasant and profitable. It is not inappropriate to say that the 
children have lost a hard working, kind and most efficient teach- 
er, with more of the quiet, I might almost say mesmeric influ- 
ence over her pupils than is often found in a teacher. Her 
manner of teaching was rewarded with excellent success. 

Third Term. Teacher Miss Fannie H. Nesmith. A teacher 
entering upon such a field, and especially as successor to one s@ 
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popular as.her predecessor would scarcely expect to win many 
laurels, yet we have had the unusual good fortune of two teach- 
ers in succession, whose record is among the best. May this 
department always secure the services of such teachers and our 
younger pupils will be fitted for the higher school as early as 
they ought. 

. Fourth Term. Teacher the same. On account ofsome mis- 
calculation about the amount of school money, there was only 
money enough for two weeks’ schooling. The school, however 
was lengthened out to six weeks, by subscription, and by many 
considered as profitable as any term we have had. The experi- 
ence and capability of the teacher this term were manifest, and 
Lcould wish that the district may always find one equally gifted.

Grammar School Department, First Term. Teacher, Miss 
Jennie Nesmith. An experienced teacher, and one who works 
as hard for the advancemnet of her pupils as any,—success com- 
mensurate with the labor bestowed, and avery profitable school. 
The school of all others in town, the hardest to please all, be- 
eause the pupils are older and can make more work, are they so 
inclined, for the teacher; a little of this spirit was shown by 
some during the different terms of the school, and not rebuked 
by parents as quickly and sternly as it should have been. Or- 
der was shown to be an absolute necessity, without which no 
school will prosper and here as in teaching, the school did not 
suffer. The second, third and fourth terms were guided by the 
same skillful pilot, making a school of thirty-two weeks in the 
past year—enough in length, but as I before mentioned not di- 
vided asit should have been, from the mistake about the 
amount of money to be expended. This without doubt will be 
remedied the coming ycar.

Prudential Committee, John Goodhue. Teacher, First Term, 
Miss Sophia Chaney. A school which, but for three pupils from 
district No. 5, would have been almost worthless, was made 
quite a good school. This was the teacher’s first term and & 
very, good school. This is one of the districts before mentioned,

that in ‘the opinion of your committee would dérive much ben- | 
efit from union with No. 5 and the fact that more than half of 
the school was from No 5 shows that the matter is feaaible. 

Winter Term, Miss Lucetta A. Tuttle. This was a very 
pleasant and successful term, ‘There was well marked improve- 
ment, and the school appeared well, yet too small for much em- 
ulaticn—consisting of only four scholars. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Prudential Committee, Horace Rogers. Teacher, First Term, 
Miss Mary EK. Robertson. This is a union district with No. 3 
of Greenfield. ‘The prudential committee failed to notify in re- 
gard -o the commencement of this school and it had nearly clos- 
ed before we were informed of the session, therefore, take our 
statistics in part from Superintendent of Greenfield, Rev. Myr. 
Partridge’s statement. The teacher was faithful and competent. 
There was but one scholar this term who really belonged to the 
district. 

Second Term, Teacher same. A profitable school with good 
progress, although lacking the stimulus of members.

DISTRICT NO. 5 


Prudential Committee, Ben}. F. Dutton. First Term, Teach- 
er, Miss Eugenia M. Pratt. This was the first school taught by 
M's; Pratt, but showed. avery good foundstion had been laid, 
and that only experience was needed to make a most worthy 
teacher. Progress satisfactory. In this district as in No. 4 
there was neclect on the part cf the Prudential committee to 
notify your Super ‘intendent of the commencement of the school 
for Some weeks afterward. "This shouid not be.
